Paris reported successful raids and 
London mentioned only artillery ac­ 
tivity. 
The German w ar office reported the 
repulse of British attacks on

sectors” south of the Searpe. Regard­ 
ing the American success in Belleau 
wood, Berlin said: 
“A partial attack launched bv the 
enemy northwest of Chateau-Thierry 
was repulsed.” 
Concerning the same operation Paris 
said: “The number of4 prisoners cap­ 
tured by the Americans in the course 
of their operation in the neighborhood 
of Belleau wood was 264.”

GERMAN GOVERNMENT CONFESSES 
THAT HINDENBURG CAN NOT WIN 


By J. W. T. MASON. 
New York, June 27— The German 
government had confessed 
in 
the 
Reeichstag that Von Hindenburg can­ 
not win the war for the Central Em ­ 
pires. 
This is by far the most signiflcanc 
declaration in Foreign Minister Von 
Kuehlmann’s speech. 
The German people were led to be­ 
lieve that the frightful slaughter of 
German man power during the four 
western offensives this spring would 
end the war with a Teutonic victory. 
Now that Von Kuehlmann has made 
the naive admission that peace can­ 
not be gained by such means, there 
must eventually be a profound reac­ 
tion in Germany. 
The decline of Hindenburg’s repu­ 
tation among his people may be dated 
by future historians from Von Kuehl­ 
mann’s revelation in the Reischtag. 
It is difficult to see how 
Hinden­ 
burg will be justified in ordering an­ 
other offensive. 
Further calls on the 
German people to 
sacrifice 
them ­ 
selves anew to break the allied lines 
must hereafter be associated with 
Von 
Kuehlmann’s 
confession 
th at 
peace cannot be won on the 
battle­ 
field. 
W ithout nam ing the United States, 
Von Kuehlmann pointedly indicates 
that American troops are the obstacle 
to Germany’s battlefield success 
This he does by attributing the im­ 
possibility of a m ilitary decision to 
the number of powers engaged, “ in­ 
cluding those from ovehseas.” 
The inference is very plain. 
Von 
Kuehlmann has no wish to admit 
openly that Germany has ruined her­ 
self by forcing America into the war; 
yet he is compelled to make known 
to the leaders 
of 
German 
public 
opinion exactly how 
the 
situation 
stands. 
For this 
reason 
he 
has 
adopted the method of verbal sugges­ 
tion. 
Germany is not yet beaten; but the 
government has gone further 
than 
ever before in adm itting that the Ger­ 
man army cannot win. 
W hatever 
Hindenburg may do, and however the 
Kaiser may boast, Von Kuehlmann’s 
speech means Germany 
henceforth 


can only cling to the defensive. 
The 
German 
government’s 
sole 
purpose now is to save what it 
can 
from the wreck of the war 
That is 
why Von Kuehlmann uses vague gen­ 
eralities about “historic boundaries” 
in describing Germany’s peace terms. 


one man T akes 
EIGHTY THREE - 
HUNS PRISONER 


With the Americans on the Marne, 
June 26.— (N ight)—Frank L- Lennart, 
the oddest hero Chicago ever produced 
told the United Press today how he 
was forced to capture 83 Germans in 
the midst of Tuesday night’s 
fierce 
battle at Belleau wood. 
He had just 
arrived with his prisoners, 
breath­ 
less with pride. 
“You see, I got caught between 
the lines,” he said. 
“ I discovered a 
machine gun staring straight at me 
and dived into a shell hole. 
“The gunner did not shoot, so 
I 
waited a while and then put up my 
hands, gingerly hiding my head. Still 
he didn’t shoot, so I slowly raised my 
head and there stood the gunner with 
his hands up. 
He motioned for me to 
come up and took me to the captain 
who conveyed me to his dugout. 
He 
gave me something to drink and some 
cigarettes and asked if he wasn’t sur­ 
rounded- 
I assured him he was. 
“He said ‘wait a minute—you kno^ 
I verstehe German — and went out 
When he returned he said the others 
wanted to surrender before they were 
killed and asked me to take them to 
the American lines. 
“We started off with all hands, in­ 
cluding mine, held up. We got lost in 
the woods and it took a long time to 
find an American sentry who was sur­ 
prised to see me with the Germans. 
“Then some more Americans came 
up and they wanted to escort my pris­ 
oners to headquarters. 
“I said ‘nothin’ doing. ThevVe mine. 
They let me have ’em and I brought 
’em here.’ ” 


NUMBER 246 
FIRST DRAWN 
IN LOTTERY 


Washington, June 27— Number 246 
was drawn today as the first of the 
nation’s second great lottery. 
In the senate office building where 
a year since the main drawing occur­ 
red 1,200 numbers were plucked today, 
assigning 21 year old men to a place 
of duty lists for over-seas service. 
Secretary of W ar Baker drew the 
first pellet after Provost Mashal Gen­ 
eral Crowder had explained the draw ­ 
ing procedure, sim ilar to that followed 
in the first lottery, July 20, last. This 
year’s lottery “determines the avail­ 
ability” of 750,000 men of 21 years’ 
registered this month. 
A fter Baker, the next few numbers 
were drawn by Chairman Chamber­ 
lain, of the senate military commit­ 
tee, Senator W arren, Representatives 
Dent and Kahn, Chief of Staff March 
and Provost Marshal General Crowder 
and other m ilitary officers. 
Movies clicked, plates rattled, there 
was general confusion U uring the 
opening few minutecs 
Afterward “ Major Billy” Wellborn, 
A tlanta girl draft information chief 
plucked the rem aining pellets while 
attendants announced them in hum ­ 
drum tones.

the debate how­ 
ever, it was disclosed that

highest hopes are realized,

berlain, Chairman of the

nishes most of the troops—under the 
slogan—“Fighting 
Germany” 
while

The case of Major General Wood is 
peculiar and unfortunate. 
Moreover 
it is quite impossible to understand it 
from the outside. 
He was easily the 
foremost American m ilitary man, un­ 
til Pershing’s star rose 
He was at 
one time chief of staff, the highest 
honor at that time, and later com­ 
mander of the department of the East, 
which was by far the biggest and 
most responsible of the departmental 
assignments. It was generally assum­ 
ed before we entered the war, 
that 
when American troops did go to E u­ 
rope, as they were bound to do soon­ 
er or later, they would he under the 
command of General Wood. 
But when they went, it was under 
General Pershing, who was raised to 
the rank of full general, and presently 
two others were raised to that high 
rank. 
Wood was sent to the depart­ 
ment of the southeast, and then to a 
training: camp in Kansas. 
Later he 
was sent abroad; but he 
returned, 
and testified at length with exhaustive 
professional knowledge of conditions 
a t the front, before the Congressional 
committee. 
Just as he was preparing 
to 
go 
abroad again, presumably to command 
a division, he got an order to go to 
San Francisco, which was immediate­ 
ly changed to put him in command of 
another training camp. 
All this a f­ 
fords material for criticism, 
which 
ranges all the way from friendly sug­ 
gestions that he should be given ac­ 
tive duty, to bitter attacks upon the 
President and the W ar Department. 
What are the merits of the case? 
Nobody knows, and may be 
nobody 
ever will 
The rabid anti-Wilson crit­ 
ics put it down as a plain case of petty 
and vindictive spite on the part of the 
President and his official family. Gen­ 
eral WTood and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
are 
known to be “bosom friends.” Roose­ 
velt has been in bad favor with the 
administration because of his severe 
criticism of its original slowness in 
pushing war measures. 
Many have 
felt that the secret of the shelving of 
Wood is intended 
as a 
“snub” 
to 
Roosevelt. In fact we might say that 
this has been a country-wide opinoin 
of the matter, whether just or not. 
In a recent article by Mr. Roosevelt, 
reviewing the Wood case, he says: 
“ The refusal to use General Wood’s 
great ability and energy means a dis­ 
tinct subtraction from the sum total 
of our military efficiency, a distinct 
addition to the risk from disease and 
discomfort which some of our men at 
the front will have to incur, and a 
DISTINCT BEN EFIT to the cause of 
Germany. 
No explanation has been given the 
American people for the action con­ 
cerning him 
Nothing has been made 
public which w arrants our belief that 
this queere action was due either to 
professional or to patriotic considera­ 
tions.’’

CONCERNING THE AUTHOR. 


(August Thyssen is the captain 
General of German industry. 
He 
may be compared to a sort of blond 
between Charles M. Schwab of the 
Bethlehem Steel W orks and the late

when every one should be doing his 
best for his country, and when it ap­ 
pears th at a man so well versed in 
m ilitary training and discipline would 
be indispensable to the government. 
Merely a desire to do his part in 
the present crisis as his patriotic du­ 
ty, is explained by Ih e local officer 
as his reason for taking so definite an 
action as calling on the W ar Depart-* 
ment. 
Colonel Young has never been ill, 
and is in perfect health now.

The Secretary 
of War was surprised to see him. said 
Colonel Young today. 
Colonel Young, besides being

highest ranking colored officer in thu 
service, is also tire only colored grad­ 
uate of West Point.
